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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, Jimmy Kim. was contacted to clarify the 
definition of "computer readable media" limitations in the claims. Support for computer readable media is found only 
on page 3, line 5 of the summary section of the specification. I asked Mr Kim if the limitation on page 7, lines 3-4 of 
the specification implies that the media is a signal. Mr. Kim replied that page 7, lines 4-5 of the specification indicates 
that the data is stored in the memory of the set top terminal and therefore the media is a storage device and not a 
signal. Mr. Kim's response is persuasive and there are no outstanding 35 USC 101 issues with this application .
